Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  heal  h  and 
vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1963. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  as  issued 
by  the  Registrar  General,  was  21,700  an  increase  of  almost  500 
more  inhabitants  over  the  number  for  1962.  A  rise  in  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  from  6,665  in  1962  to  6,885  helped 
to  increase  the  total  rateable  value  of  the  District  up  to 
£494,302. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  470  i  e.,  29 
less  than  i.1  1962.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  (corrected)  for  the  Urban 
District  of  19.71  per  1,000  population  compared  with  18.2  for  the 
country  as  a  whole.  Although  the  legitimate  birth  rate  showed  a 
decrease  in  comparison  to  the  previous  year  the  illegitimate  birth 
rate  continued  to  show  an  upward  trend.  The  rate  for  1963  was 
57.5  per  1,000  live  births,  the  national  rate  was  69. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  showed 
a  marked  decrease  over  the  number  for  1962,  i.e.,  from  12  to  6 
The  resultant  infantile  mortality  rate  was  12.76  per  1. COO  live 
births,  a  figure  well  below  that  for  the  country  and,  as  far  as  can 
be  ascertained,  the  lowest  figure  on  record  for  our  Urban  District* 

Because  for  a  good  many  years  now  there  have  been  no 
deaths  attributable  to  childbirth,  pregnancy  or  abortion  registered 
in  the  Urban  District  it  is  with  regret  that  one  has  to  record  two 
such  deaths  during  1963.  One  of  these,  a  young  expectant  mother 
of  23  had  chronic  rheumatic  heart  disease  resulting  in  acute 
cardiac  failure,  while  the  other,  aged  33,  died  from  septicaemia 
following  a  septic  miscarriage. 
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Deaths  totalled  224  i.e.,  13  more  than  last  year.  Over  the  past 
number  of  years  the  crude  death  rate  for  the  District  shows  a 
steady,  although  small  annual  increase  but  as  yet  this  rate  has  not 
exceeded  the  national  figure.  Deaths  attributed  to  cancer  show  a 
decrease  over  the  previous  year  but  the  number  of  deaths  of  cancer 
of  the  lung  rose  from  5  to  9.  Those  involved,  were,  once  again,  all 
of  the  male  sex  and  were  aged  between  25  ana  80  years  of  age.  In 
fact  6  of  the  cases  were  65  or  over. 

Fatalities  as  a  result  of  motor  vehicle  accidents  showed  a  re¬ 
markable  fall  from  7  in  1962  to  only  one  involving  a  motor  coach 
and  lorry  in  which  a  male  aged  39  died. 

All  other  fatal  accidents  numbered  5.  Two  of  these,  elderly 
females,  died  as  a  result  of  a  fall  in  their  homes,  the  remaining 
three  all  males,  died  in  the  course  of  employment. 

Sj^VAGE__l)ISP()SA  L. 

The  improvement  and  extension  scheme  to  modernise  the 
sewage  works  outlined  in  the  1962  Report,  got  off  to  a  late  start 
owing  to  the  inclement  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Sat¬ 
isfactory  progress  was,  however,  maintained  once  the  project  got 
under  way. 

Negotiations  in  connection  with  the  East  Ward  Storm  Water 
Relief  Scheme  were  continued  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
was  every  hope  that,  at  last,  a  suitable  agreement  was  in  sight. 

HOUSING. 

The  building  of  new  houses  in  the  Urban  District  during  the 
year  was  undertaken  chiefly  by  private  development  companies 
and  housing  associations.  In  all,  256  houses  were  completed. 

In  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  the  elderly  the  Welfare 
Department  of  the  County  Council  built  a  hostel  to  accommodate 
59  ageing  people.  This  building  “Daleside’'  was  officially  opened 
by  Councillor  Ellis,  the  then  Chairman  of  the  Council. 

In  an  effort  to  alleviate  the  acute  shortage  of  accommodation 
for  the  elderly  people,  residents  of  the  Urban  District,  a  block  of 
flatlets  was  erected  in  a  very  central  position.  This  most  modern 
edifice  equipped  with  every  facility  and  amenity  to  help  the  aged, 
is  under  the  supervision  of  a  resident  warden.  The  opening  cere¬ 
mony  was  performed  b}^  Miss  V.  M.  Jackson,  the  head  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  W.V.S. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS 


Compulsory  removal  from  their  home,  under  Section  47  of  the 
above  Act,  was  carefully  considered  in  the  case  of  an  elderly  man 
and  wife  who  were  living  in  indescribably  filthy  conditions  and 
who  were  thought  to  be  in  need  of  oare  and  attention.  However, 
after  much  persuasion,  common  sense  prevailed  and  admission  to 
proper  accommodation  was  arranged  without  further  trouble. 

Once  again  I  wrould  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  most  especially  with  regard 
to  the  priority  re-housing  of  those  in  need  through  ill-health  and 
in  overcrowded  accommodation.  I  would  also  like  like  to  express 
my  thanks  to  the  clerical  staff  for  their  invaluable  help  and  to  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  colleagues  in  other  Departments  who 
through  their  continued  efforts  have  endeavoured  to  maintain  the 
highest  possible  standards  in  the  sphere  of  environmental  hygiene.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  mg  seventeenth  x\nnual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  report  is  on  similar 
lines  to  those  of  previous  years  and  to  a  large  extent  summarises 
my  monthly  reports  to  the  Health,  Highway  and  Lighting  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Housing.  Town  Planning  and  Buildings  Committee 
and  where  necessary  appropriate  observations  have  been  made. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  Health  Department  to 
provide  a  full  and  complete  meat  inspection  service  even  though 
this  has  entailed  work  in  the  evenings  and  at  week-ends,  anything 
less  would  have  undermined  the  confidence  of  the  public  who, 
rightly,  have  always  taken  it  for  granted  that  their  butchers  meat 
is  sound  and  free  from  disease,  consequently  the  introduction  of 
The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  did  not  present  any  diffi¬ 
culty  other  than  to  require  a  greater  proportion  of  your  Officer's 
time  to  be  spent  on  this  service.  For  the  first  time  ever,  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  Tuberculosis  was  detected  in  cattle.  The  complete  eradi¬ 
cation  of  this  disease  by  the  Vetinary  profession  is  to  be  com¬ 
mended,  it  certainly  eases  the  burden  of  meat  inspection  especially 
when  it  is  remembered  that  only  a  few  years  ago  about  22  per 
cent,  of  cows  and  10  per  cent,  of  all  other  cattle  were  found,  on 
on  post  mortem  inspection4  to  show  evidence  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  promotion  of  smoke  control  areas  has  been  purposely  de¬ 
layed,  not  because  of  lack  of  need,  or  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of 
your  Officers  but  solely  because  it  is  felt  that  when  introduced  they 
should  be  accepted  by  all  residents  as  necessary  to  give  a  cleaner 
and  healthier  environment  and  not  as  an  imposition  which  un¬ 
fortunately  is  the  case  at  present. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty 
and  efficiency  of  your  Public  Health  Department  staff,  the  help 
and  advice  given  by  Dr.  Carroll  and  the  co-operation  of  other 
officials  of  the  Council  and  to  thank  the  Chairmen  of  the  Commit¬ 
tees  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year.

The  following  extract  taken  from  Circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H.) 
No.  2/  1957  issued  by  the  General  Register  Office  is  given  as  a 
guide  to  members  on  the  meaning  of  the  terms  “crude”  birth  and 
death  rate  and  “corrected”  (adjusted)  birth  and  death  rate. 

“To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1951 
census  population.” 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1963  was  Births  0.91  and  Deaths  1.46. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the 
year  was  446.  This  number  was  greater  by  407  than  the  total  of 
cases  for  1962.  As  was  to  be  expected  this  marked  increase  was 
due  almost  entirely  to  the  bienniel  outbreak  of  measles.  In  all 
there  were  426  cases  compared  with  300  for  1961.  For  the  first 
three  months  of  the  year  the  North  and  West  Wards  were  mainly 
affected  while  the  East  Ward  had  only  about  10  cases.  Then  in 
April  notifications  started  coming  in  from  the  East  Ward,  then 
slackened  off  somewhat  and  rose  again  rapidly  in  August  and 
reached  a  peak  in  December  when  there  were  84  cases  notified. 
As  usual  the  0 — 7  year  old  age  group  was  affected  with  even 
distribution  between  the  sexes.  Six  cases  developed  complications 
needing  hospital  treatment,  All  were  later  discharged  recovered. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Two  cases  only  were  notified  compared  with  16  in  1962  and 
37  in  1961.  Both  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  where  they 
made  a  completerecovery. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Out  of  the  six  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  5  had  NOT 
been  immunised.  The  youngest  case,  a  baby  girl  of  6  weeks,  was 
admitted  to  hospital  as  a  precautionary  measure.  After  7  weeks 
she  was  regarded  as  well  enough  to  return  home.  Unfortunately  a 
chest  complication  in  the  form  of  broncho-pneumonia  developed 
some  weeks  later  necessitating  her  re-admission.  I  am  glad  to  re¬ 
port  that  she  is  now  in  normal  health. 

Dys  entery. 

One  case,  a  boy  aged  8  years,  was  reported.  Shigella  Sonne 
was  the  causative  organism.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that 
no  other  members  of  tne  family  were  affected  and  the  source  of 
the  infection  was  not  found. 

Tuberculosis. 

In  all,  7  cases,  six  male  and  one  female,  were  notified  as  hav¬ 
ing  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There  were  four  cases  in  1962.  The 
table  on  page  14  shows  the  ages,  sex  and  occupation  of  those 
affected. 

During  the  year  22  cases  were  removed  from  the  Tuberculosis 
Register.  Of  these  16  were  regarded  by  the  Consultant  Chest 
Physician  as  having  completely  recovered,  5  left  the  district  to 
reside  elsewhere  and  one  died.  The  primary  cause  of  death  was 
heart  disease. 

The  number  of  inward  transfers  during  the  j^ear  was  6. 
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The  state  of  the  register  on  the  31st  December,  1963  is  given

DIPHTHERIA. 


It  is  now  Twelve  years  since  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease  either 
by  their  family  doctor  or  at  sessions  held  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  was  293  as  against  362  in  the  previous  year.  In  addition 
285  children  had  their  reinforcing  dose.

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TETANUS  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus  was  continued  during  the  year- 
This  complaint  which  is  due  to  the  entrance  into  the  body  of 
the  tetanus  bacillus  through  a  wound  is  characterised  by  painful 
c  ontraction  inthe  muscles  of  the  face  and  neck. Hence  the  term  "Lock 
jaw.”  Untreated  cases  have  a  high  mortality.  This  active  immuni¬ 
sation,  provided  an  adequate  level  of  immunity  is  maintained  by 
the  recommended,  reinforcing  doses,  is  regarded  as  a  more  effective 
method  of  prevention  than  the  injection  of  tetanus  antitoxin  at 
the  time  of  injury.  And  so  PARENTS  ARE  REMINDED  THAT 
IT  IS  VERY  IMPORTANT  THAT  THEY  KEEP  THE  REC¬ 
ORD  CARDS  OF  THEIR  CHILDREN’S  INOCULATIONS  IN 
A  PLACE  WHERE  THEY  CAN  RE  READILY  FOUND  as 
they  are  of  particular  importance  to  the  doctor  treating  a  poten¬ 
tially  infected  wound.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 


Compared  with  the  year  1962,  when  there  was  an  outbreak 
of  Smallpox  in  several  parts  of  the  country,  the  number  of 
vaccinations  performed  during  the  year  was,  indeed,  small.  This 
low  number  viz.  68  is  about  half  the  usual  for  a  normal  year  and 
is  due  to  the  recommendation  by  the  Ministry  that  the  optimum 
age  for  primary  vaccination  of  infants  is  during  the  second  year 
of  life.  Thus,  in  effect,  children  born  in  1963  who  would  have  been 
vaccinated  during  that  same  year  under  the  old  system  had  to 
wait  until  they  had  reached  the  age  of  12  months  or  over.

The  water  supplied  is  unchanged  and  is  from  wells  and  bore¬ 
holes  sunk  into  the  bunter  beds  of  the  trias  at  Clipstoneand  Rain- 
worth  and  while  the  supply  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality  it  is  still  regarded  as  very  hard.

There  are  only  4  dwellings  in  the  district  without  public 
supply,  and  these  have  piped  spring  water  which  has  always 
been  sufficient  and  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  purity. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Mansfield  Woodhouse  Area  : — - 

With  the  exception  of  547  properties  which  drain  into 
Mansfield  Corporation  Works  the  remainder  of  the  area  is 
served  by  the  Council’s  own  works.  The  rapidly  increasing 
population  and  the  increased  daily  consumption  per  head  of 
water  has  resulted  in  a  decision  to  undertake  a  scheme  of 
major  improvements  designed  to  deal  with  these  problems  and 
also  that  of  obnoxious  odours  emanating  from  the  sludge  dry¬ 
ing  beds  and  which  affeCt  the  houses  which  have  unfortunately 
been  erected  immediately  adjoining  the  boundary  of  the  works. 

This  scheme  was  completed  in  August,  1964. 

Forest  Town  Area 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal 
works  at  Edwinstowe  in  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Area. 
The  number  of  properties  connected  thereto  was  1,949  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  an  increase  of  9. 

Housing  development  now  taking  place  or  envisaged  in 
this  area  necessitated  the  preparation  of  a  ’Forest  Town 
Storm  Water  Relief  Scheme”  unforseen  difficulties  delayed 
Ministry  approval  and  the  invitation  of  tenders. 

Pleasley  Vale  Area 

A  private  company  owning  large  fadtory  premises  and 
dwellings  in  this  area  have  provided  a  small  sewage  treatment 
plant  and  the  provision  of  modern  amenities  including  internal 
waterclosets  in  lieu  of  pail  closets  and  connecting  all  drainage 
to  the  company’s  main  sewer  at  the  twelve  remaining  houses 
was  commenced  during  the  year.  Assistance  in  the  form  of 
Discretionary  Grants  is  being  given  by  the  Council. 
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The  following  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  private  estates.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  and  refuse  is  carried 
out  under  the  control  of  your  Health  Department  using  two 
rear  loading  fore  and  aft  tipper  freighters  together  with  trail¬ 
ers  for  the  collection  of  salvage.  Farms  and  outlying  premises 
not  reached  by  made-up  roads  are  collected  by  a  7  cubic  yard 
side-loading  vehicle  purchased  in  1954. 

It  is  at  all  times  the  policy  of  the  department  to  maintain 
a  weekly  collection  but  the  constantly  expanding  housing  de¬ 
velopment,  periodic  shortage  of  labour  due  to  sickness  and 
vagaries  in  weather  conditions  all  have  a  direCt  and  adverse 
effect  and  during  the  winter  months  this  ideal  is  not  possible. 

The  Council  have  wisely  provided  for  the  future  disposal 
of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  by  purchasing  two  disused 
quarries  and  a  further  purchase  is  contemplated.  These  sites 
will  suffice  the  needs  of  the  district  for  many  years  and  will 
eventually  provide  a  valuable  open  space  or  site  for  industry. 
In  addition  a  site  in  the  Forest  Town  area  which  is  rented  is 
being  levelled  and  part  has  been  brought  under  cultivation 
produced  an  excellent  crop  of  barley. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  for  the  second  year 
since  1953  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  institute  proceedings 
under  Sedtion  76  of  the  Public  Health  Adt,  1936,  against  per¬ 
sons  for  sorting  over  and  disturbing  tipped  material. 

Salvage,  once  a  war-time  expedient,  has  now  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  Council’s  public  cleansing  service.  Markets 
for  additional  items  of  salvage  are  continually  being  sought 
and  the  income  derived  from  sales  reduces  the  overall  coSt  of 
the  service  charged  to  the  General  Rate  Fund.  During  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1964,  sales  amounted  approximately  to 
£1,932.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

No  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  undertaken 
by  the  Council. 

DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL. 

The  Urban  Diktridt  is  situated  more  or  less  in  the  centre 
of  the  Nottinghamshire  coal-field  and  a  large  proportion  of  the 
adult  male  population  are  employed  in  the  mining  indi  &ry  and 
are  in  receipt  of  concessionary  coal.  The  Urban  Di3tr;dt  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  a  “Black  Area”  as  defined  by  the  Ministry  of  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Local  Government  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  there 
is  an  abnormally  high  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution  solely  due 
to  the  domestic  use  of  bituminous  coal  on  open  fires. 

Pollution  from  industrial  chimneys  is  negligible  since  all 
existing  plants  are  capable  of  being  operated  smokelessly 
either  oeing  oil-fired  or — where  solid  bituminous  fuel  is  burned 
— being  fitted  with  mechanical  stokers. 

Between  the  date  of  operation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and 
1962,  no  attempt  was  made  to  establish  Smoke  Control  Areas  with¬ 
in  the  District  mainly  due  the  hope  that  the  question  of  adequate 
compensation  for  the  loss  of  concessionary  coal  to  all  colliery  work¬ 
ers  likely  to  be  affected  by  any  such  proposals  could  be  resolved. 
In  1962  an  agreement  was  reached  at  National  level  between  the 
National  Coal  Board  and  the  trade  unions  whereby  the  majority 
of  such  persons  would,  in  smoke  control  areas,  be  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive  solid  smokeless  fuel  or  cash  payments  instead  of  coal  and  the 
Minister  hoped  that  this  would  remove  any  further  obstacles  in 
this  respect.  It  was  thought  from  knowledge  of  the  trend  of  public 
opinion  in  this  area  that  this  view  was  rather  optimistic  and  it 
was  decided  that  in  the  case  of  this  particular  Urban  District  no 
phased  programme  would  be  submitted  at  this  stage  in  relation 
to  the  planning  or  execution  of  a  domestic  smoke  control  pro¬ 
gramme.  It  was  agreed,  however,  that  a  survey  be  commenced  of 
a  pilot  area  of  mixed  local  authority  and  privately  owned  proper¬ 
ties  in  the  East  Ward  and  some  164  dwellings  had  been  surveyed 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  would  appear  at  the  present  time  both  from  the  experience 
of  neighbouring  authorities  and  also  from  our  own  expeiiences  here 
where  a  large  Coal  Industry  Housing  Association  Estate  is  smoke¬ 
less  by  virtue  of  individual  tenancy  agreements’-' that  there  are  still 
many  points  which  require  clarification  and  many  prejudices  and 
objections  which  must  be  overcome.  There  is  certainly  a  pressing 
need  for  an  adequate  assurance  from  the  manufacturers  as  to  the 
availability  of  the  several  solid  smokeless  fuels  particularly  the 
cheaper  gas  cokes  ;  a  possible  need  for  further  research  into  the 
economic  aspects  of  establishing  Smoke  Control  Areas  with  all 
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their  many  ramifications  e.g.,  potential  hardship  to  pensioners  and 
persons  on  fixed  incomes  ;  a  need  for  further  education  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  public  in  the  use  of  both  fuels  and  appliances  and  perhaps  of 
prime  importance  a  need  for  a  wider  understanding  on  a  National 
level  of  the  need  for  domestic  smoke  control. 


INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL. 

CHIMNEY  HEIGHTS. 

All  plans  submitted  in  accordance  with  building  byelaws  and 
which  show  proposals  to  erect  a  chimney  are  examined  by  this 
Department  and  on  two  occasions  during  the  year  it  was  found 
necessary  to  draw  attention  to  inadequate  chimney  heights. 


PRIOR  APPROVAL  OF  BOILER  PLANT. 

One  application  for  the  prior  approval  of  a  proposed  boiler 
installation  was  received  and  approved  during  the  year. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Numerous  smoke  observations  ’were  made  during  the  year 
and  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  and  Regulations  were  noted. 


Rod  ent  Control — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Council  provide  an  efficient  rodent  control  service  in  the 
District  this  service  is  available  free  of  charge  to  the  occupiers  of 
residential  property  but  a  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and 
materials  is  made  in  respect  of  business  premises  and  agricultural 
property.

Some  evidence  of  rat  infestation  of  the  main  sewerage  system 
serving  the  Forest  Tow  n  Area  w  as  noted  at  the  time  of  the  Annual 
Test  Baiting  Operation  when  “takes”  were  recorded  in  nine  man¬ 
holes  of  the  forty-four  test  baited.

The  Department  continued  its  policy  of  keeping  in  touch  with 
the  latest  developments  in  the  field  of  insect  control  and  the  most 
“up-to-date”  insecticides  available  on  themarketare  kept  instock. 
In  cases  where  members  of  the  public  prefer  to  carry  out  treat¬ 
ments  themselves  insecticides  are  supplied  by  the  Department  to¬ 
gether  with  detailed  instructions  for  dealing  with  the  particular 
insect  pest. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  mosquitoes  but  all  potential 
breeding  grounds  were  surveyed  and  no  evidence  was  found  of  any 
infestation  by  the  two  species  previously  recorded  in  this  District 
in  1958. 

Regular  treatments  have  been  undertaken  throughout  the 
year  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  to  combat  any  possible  nuisance 
from  flies  and  crickets. 

SWIMMING  BATH. 

An  open-air  lido  comprising  a  paddlers  pool,  learners  pool  and 
swimming  pool  provided  by  a  Colliery  Welfare  Committee  in  a 
neighbouring  Authority’s  area  is  situated  in  the  East  Ward. 

A  policy  of  continual  improvement  has  been  adopted  and  in 
addition  to  the  improvement  of  the  area  surrounding  the  pools  the 
construction  of  a  diving  pool  was  commenced  during  the  year. 

Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  the  system  which  contains 
about  95,000  gallons  and  the  plant  at  present  provides  for  a  com¬ 
plete  change  every  six  hours,  when  it  is  enlarged  to  accommodate 
the  new  diving  pool  this  period  will  be  reduced  to  four  hours. 
Treatment  consists  of  filtration,  chlorination,  aeration  and  stabil- 
ation  of  the  pH  value,  in  addition  the  water  is  heated  to  about 
4o  Fahrenheit  above  average  atmospheric  temperature. 

Daily  records  of  free  chlorine  content  and  pH  value  of  the 
water  are  kept,  these  empirical  tests  check  the  efficiency  of  the 
plant. 

Eight  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  showed  that  on  one  occasion  during  a  heat  wave  the  plant 
was  not  coping  with  the  large  number  of  users  and  chlorination 
was  increased. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


The  three  watercourses  in  the  district  all  receive  sewage  works 
effluent  and  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
showed  the  water  to  be  free  from  organisms  of  the  salmonellae  and 
shigellae  groups. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  nine  schools  in  the  district,  five  of  which  are  of 
post-war  construction. 

Inspection  of  sanitary  accommodation  did  not  reveal  matters 
requiring  official  action.

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

Further  development  of  the  one  residential  caravan  site  estab¬ 
lished  within  the  Urban  District  during  1961  and  licensed  under 
the  above  Act  continued  during  the  year  and  at  31st  December, 
52  vans  were  stationed  and  occupied  on  the  site  which  will  even¬ 
tually  accommodate  a  maximum  of  71.  Trees,  shrubs  and  garden 
features  have  been  provided  and  an  additional  toilet  block  was 
completed.  The  site  is  equipped  with  its  own  small-scale  sewage 
disposal  plant,  has  its  own  site  shop  and  in  most  instances  there 
is  a  supply  of  electric  power  to  each  van. 

There  was  one  application  during  the  year  for  a  licence 
authorising  the  siting  of  an  individual  caravan,  this  application 
was  granted  for  a  period  of  twelve  months. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

Inspections  under  this  Act  are  recorded  as  visits  for  some 
other  purpose.  No  contraventions  were  observed  during  the  year. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928. 

The  Council  issued  26  Licences  authorising  the  storage  of  47,600 
gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  and  petroleum  mixtures. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  factory  in  the  District  carries  on  the  trades  of  gut  scraper, 
fat  and  tallow  melter  and  extractor.  The  production  of  organic 
feeding  stuff  and  fertilizers  and  the  separation  of  any  inedible  oils 
and  fats  from  the  waste  parts  of  animal  carcases  necessitates  the 
rendering  of  the  waste  materials  by  steam  heating  and  the  gasses 
from  this  process  can  cause  serious  nuisance  to  the  residents  of  the 
neighbourhood  unless  some  form  of  control  is  exercised. 

Your  Department  have  continued  to  keep  these  premises  under 
constant  surveillance  and  while  the  firm  concerned  has  made  every 
effort  to  minimise  the  emission  of  effluvia  and  have  at  all  times 
co-operated  in  the  fullest  possible  way  with  the  Officers  of  your 
Department  they  have  not  yet  been  able  to  complete  their  plans 
for  the  renewal  of  the  plant  as  this  is  tied  up  with  other  proposals 
for  development  of  part  of  this  site  for  other  purposes. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  following  Licences  were 
issued  ; —

Food  Hygiene. 

Your  Department  has  endeavoured  to  carry  out  constant 
routine  inspections  throughout  the  year  of  all  food  premises  within 
the  Urban  District  and  also  of  mobile  shops  trading  in  the  area. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  general  stan¬ 
dard  of  hygiene  both  of  the  premises  and  the  personnel  employed 
in  the  various  food  trades  continues  to  increase.  Greater  use  of 
suitable  head  covering  by  female  employees  particularly  of  the 
larger  multiple  stores  has  been  noted  although  it  is  regretable  that 
this  has  not  yet  become  an  established  practice  in  the  smaller 
establishments.  Many  more  refrigerated  counters  have  been  in¬ 
stalled  and  many  shop-keepers  are  now  adopting  the  practice  of 
totally  excluding  customers  dogs  from  their  premises. 

What  few  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960,  that  have  been  discovered  during  the  year  were 
all  dealt  with  by  informal  action  and  details  of  works  carried  out 
in  this  manner  are  presented  in  the  following  table  ; —

Samples  placed  in  grades  1  and  2  are  regarded  as  satis¬ 
factory  and  samples  placed  in  grades  3  and  4  unsatisfactory. 
This  interpretation  of  the  results  is  subject  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  suggestion  that  owing  to  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  sample. 
Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  over  a  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  be  grade  1,  80%  grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20% 
grade  3  and  none  should  be  grade  4. 

WATER  ICES. 

During  the  year  three  samples  of  water  ice  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham.  The  products  are  sub¬ 
jected  to  tests  similar  to  those  applied  to  mains  water  and  the 
results  are  interpreted  on  similar  lines.  All  three  samples  were 
reported  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

Food  and  Dregs  Samples. 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  the  sampling  authority 
for  this  district  and  the  following  particulars  have  been  supplied 
by  Mr.  T.  L.  E.  Gregory,  Chief  Inspector.
